3. Export of articles made out of Peacock Tail Feathers wilt 
be allowed by the agencies mentioned at S.Nos. I to 2 against 
the specific Quota sot apart for them. As regards Categories 
mentioned at S. Nos. 3 and 4 above, export will be allowed 
within a limited ceiling on first-come, first-served basis in terms 
of provision of paragraph 14 of Import and Export Policy 
Book for 1982-83(Vol.Tt). As regards established exporters, 
export will be allowed against the quota allocated to thorn on 
prorata basis. The quota has been separately comnunicated 
to the concerned port licensing authorities. Export by all 
the five categories of exporters will be allowed against irrevoc¬ 
able Letter of Credit only. Preference will be given to items 
of high .added value which are labour intensive. Peacock 
Tail Feathers as such, and Crest feathers or any other part of 
Peacock will not be allowed for export.
